"And whereas their close proximity 
to the City of Victoria is undesirable, i 
and tends to retard tho growth nnd 
prosperity of the said city, and it is ex- j 
pedlent that the said tribe should'bo re- 
moved to a more suitable locality, and 
the control of the said reserve be re- 
sumed by the Provincial government; j 

"Be it therefore resolved that a re- 

spectful address be presented to His ! 

Honor the Lieut. -Governor praying 

His Honor to take whatever steps he 

may deem neccessaty to aocconiplish the 

above object."

should not be disposed of without ma- 
ture deliberation, und he accordingly 
moved the adjournment of the debate, 
The 'notion was seconded by Hon. 
Mr. Robson and carried. 

WESTMINSTER MAIL SUBSIDY. 
Mr. Laduer moved, seconded by Mr. 
Orr, that—'' Whereas tho Dominion es- 
timates do not contain a grant of money 
as u subsidy for conveying the mails be- 
tween Victoria and New Westminster, 
this House is of opinion that a great in- 
convenience and injury will be done to 
the farmers, tho canneis, and others on 
tho Eraser River, if tho said subsidy is 
withdrawn, and that an humble address 
be presented to his honor the lieutenant- 
governor, requesting him to draw the 
attention of the Dominion government, 
to this question at tho earliest possible 
date." 

In moving the resolution the lion, 
member for Westminster referred to the 
great importance of the canning in- 
dustry on tho Fraser and the necessity 
for the continuance of the existing 
subsidy for the river steamers from Vic- 
toria. 

Hon. Mr. Robson supported tlwi' reso- 
lution A fow years ago an atUip.pt in 
the same direction had been made by 
the Dominion Government; but repre- 
sentations were then made that caused 
them to relinquish thoir endeavor. He 
hoped that the same success would at- 
tend the presentation of the state of 

affairs to the Dominion Government this 
year. The necessity for the subsidy 
was greater now than ever before, and 
it should be increased ruther than di- 
minished or cancelled. Tho continu- 
ance of the subsidy was of the greatest 
interest to the industries of the Fraser, 
and to tho traveling public. The Do- 
minion Government seem to be very 
neglectful of tho interests uf certain 
seotious of British Columbia in postal 
matters, and the present case would bo 
put forward in the very strongest light 
in the minute-of-oouncU that would be 
forwarded to Ottawa with tile resolution. 
The resolution carried. 

A PETITION. 
Mr. Duck, with permission of tho 
House, presented the petition of R. 
Dexter und others, re. matters growing 
out of tho ooffer dam troubles ot 1S70. 
Tabled. 

ROOK RESERVATIONS, 
Hon. Mr. Davie moved the following 
resolution i "That u select committee 
be appointed to ascertain tho particulars 
of all reservations of rocks, or rocky 
laud, contained in grants or convey- 
ances of real estate situate in the dis- 
tricts of Victoria or Esqujmalt or Lake, 
by the Hudson's Bay Company, prior to 
the 1st day of .January, 18U2; whether 
any, and if so what, authority was given 
for the cancellation of such reservations, 
or any of them; whether any, and what, 
reservations were cancelled in pursuance 
of any such authority; and what lands, 
if any, are still subject to the reserva- 
tion of rocks, or rocky portions, to- 
gether with tho names of the owners 
thereof, with power to call for persons, 
books, and papers, und to report to the 
House. " 

The Hon. Attorney-General said that 
his object was to gather evidence which 
would show the government whether or 
not, in the interests of the public and of 
justice, it would he well to cancel the 
j reservations of rock referred to. In 
I many instances these rock reservations 
affected the ownership of most valuable 
estates near Victoria city, ten per cent, 
of ninny valuable pieces of property 
consisting of rock. The Hudson's Bay 
Co. had authorized Mr. Pcmhertou to 
cancel these rock reservations, but in 
many instances he had not com- 
plied with all the necossary tech- 
nicalities. The government now 
wished to see whether or not they 
should take action necessary to give a 
clear title to those property owners 
whose estates were now alieeted by 
these rock reservations. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven in the main agreed 
with the remarks of the mover. When 
he had been at the head of the Lands 
and Works department there had been 
questions us to the title to certain rocks 
in the Victoria District, and he had re- 
ported on the subject. This was a mat- 
ter for the executive not for the house to 
deal with. They had all the facta and 
correspondence before them. From the 
correspondence submitted 15 years ago 
it would bo found that the land hud 
been sold out and out ut £1 an acre. At 
one stage the Hudson Bay Co. had de- 
ducted the area of the rock from the 
acreage and had charged for the balance. 
H had clearly been the intention of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, as the report 
would show, to relinquish the entire 
k, but, the transfer being only signed

did not think that tho truth of the al- 
legations contained therein would be 
questioned; while all would admit that 
it was detrimental for the reserve to be 
continued. The reserve contained 112 
acres of land on tho west shore of Vic- 
toria Harbor, immediately adjoining the 
city and offering an effectual barrier to 
its advancement in that direction. The 
city and suburbs of Victoria already 
surrounded tho reserve, and when the 
limits of the city were extended, as 
they shortly would be, they would em- 
brace the reserve, which should certain- 
ly be then under the city's control. 
.Some few years ago theSongisIl Indians 
living ou the reserve numbered thous- 
ands; now the families might bo counted 
on the ends of the lingers. The time 
was not far distant when no vestige of 
the once numerous tribe would 
remain. Not one - twentieth of tho 
reserve was now used. He 
hail been informed that certain public 

spirited persons weie desirous of ac- 
quiring lands for the establishment of a 
Provincial University; if so, no more 
suitable locality could be secured than 
this reserve. This was a question, how- 
ever, for after consideration. In the 
meantime it would be a great satisfac- 
tion to the people of Victoria to have 
the Indians removed, und he trusted 
that the Covomient would not delay In- 
stituting the necessary proceedings to 
accomplish the desired object. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven, at consider- 
able length, reviewed the history 
of Indian reserves and the care 
of the Indians of the pro- 
vince generally, and explained that 
tho land was only held in trust for the 
Indians by the Dominion government; it 
belonged to the province still. He 
thought that the Indians shuuld he re- 
moved from the reserve mentioned in 
t ho resolution and provided with some 
more suitable homo, while the land on 
Victoria harbor should be convoyed to 
the city. He introduced an amendment 
providing for tho accomplishment of the 
improvements to the resolution he had 
suggostod. 

Col. Baker remarked that tho ques- 
tion of Indian reserves was a very in- 
teresting one. It was true that the 
lands belonged to the province, being 
held in trust by the Dominion only so 
long as tho requirements of the case 
iloinaii'Jod, The Indians in Kootensy 
were dying out nnd the lands were re 
verting lo the provincs. He was forced 
to take exception to the handing of the 
lands over in Ihe city.

A HEAETLESS HOAX. 

A Mossag-e Purporting: to be From 
the Lost Erin 



Written by One of the Piissenccrs While 
llii' Steamship Was Burning— The 
Letter Proved to be a Hoax. 



NEW York, Feb. 18. — What pur- 
ports to be news of tho ill-fated Na- 
tional Line steamship Erin has been re- 
ceived. A bottle containing a message 
from the Erin was picked up at the foot 
of East 37th street to-day. James T. 
David, of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, brought the message to Capt. 
Ryan at 21st precinct this ufternoon. 
The letter is us follows; "Steamship 
Erin burning, 5:15 p. in., January 3rd, 
60 miles east of Barbudoes Island. My 
dear Eddie:— So near you; so full of 
hope of folding you in my arms, and 
death is coming near uie. The steam- 
ship on which I left New York is burn- 
ing. I write this by the light 
of our funeral pyre. Two of 
our boats are lost. The decks ate 
full of cattle and the captain and two of 
the crow have been tossed overboard by 
the mad animals. In one hour we may 
all be at the bottom of tho ocean. We 
are lost ! May heaven have mercy on 
us ! The fire is beyond control 1 I am 
going to scud this sealed in a bottle, 
hoping and praying that some one may 
find it. May God help and save us, 
as we cannot help ourselves ! . You 
who may find this waif from a 
drowning man, I implore you by all you 
hold sacred to use the utmost despatch 
in forwarding it to " J." On the other 
side of the sheet was written ; "Julia, 
God help her." The police think the 
letter is the work of some practical 
joker. 

New York, Feb. 18. — The note in a 
bottle picked up to-day, purporting to 
have been written aboard the burning 
steamer Erin off Barbudoes, January 
3rd, is a hoax. The Erin was last seen 
January 3rd off Sable Island, a thousand 
miles from Barbadoes.

Parnell's Amendment to tho Reply 
to the Speech Rejected. 

ThA Irish Question Again Discussed and 
I Balfour Defends the Policy of 
tho Government. 

London, Feb. 18.— In the Houae of 
Commons this evening Maurice Heuly 
asked the government whether it was 
true that Johu Daly, now a convict In 
Chatham prison, hud been grossly ill- 
treated and nearly poisoned, siuco he 
reft ^d to give testimony which would 
con the Parnellites with the dynu- 
mijj Y.-' Healy requested that a strict 
inquiry bo made into the matter, or thut 
members of the House of Commons be 
allowed uccess to Daly in prison. 

Homo Secretary Matthews said ho 
had no authority to grant such an en- 
quiry a? had been asked for. With re- 
gard to the allegations that Duly had 
been ill-treated and nearly poisoned, 
Daly had niude no complaint as to Iub 
treatment, and as to the hitter charge, 
the dispenser of medicines in the prison, 
who had carelessly put nn overdose of 
belladonna in a prescription for Daly, 
had been suspended. 

]~n reply to a question by Mr. Labou- 
chero, Mr. Jackson, financial secretary 
to tho treasury, said that no demand 
for the payment of expenses of witnesses 
who testified before the I'arnell com- 
mission had been made upon tho treas- 
ury. 

H. Campbell Bannorinan resumed tho 
debate ou the address. Tho govern- 
ment, he said, hud wilfully resorted to 
coercion when such a course had been 
proved worse than useless. There could 
be no pacification of IreUnd while the 
masses were alienated from the govern- 
ment and their confidence ill the ad- 
ministration of justice was destroyed. 

Balfour, defending the policy of the 
ministry, said that brutal attacks had 
been made upon tho government pro 
cisely the same as O'Brien in his press 
hud made upon Earl Spencer and Mr. 
Trevelyan. 

O'Brien protested against Balfour's 
imputation of brutal attacks by him, 
whereupon Balfour withdrew tho 
epithet "brutal," but quoted an article 
in O'Brien's paper denouncing Earl 
Spencer severely. Such wild phrases as 
those employed by O'Brien were current 
coin with the Parnellites. Now the 
Government eimed to free the Irish 
from the bondage of an unscrupulous 
conspiracy, to suppress intimidation 
and to give tho peoplo the common 
rights enjoyed by individuals in every 
civilized country. His opponents, Bal- 
four said, had admitted that Ireland 
was now peaceful and prosperous. Ho 
trusted that the House und country 
would continue to support the policy 
which had so greatly benefited Ireland. 

A division was taken on Puruell's 
amendent to the address asking the re- 
peal of tho Coercion Act, with the re- 
sult that the- amendment was rejected 
307 to ^40. 

Sir Henry James declared that there 
were facts opposing the view of the 
opposition thut the quietude of Ireland 
was due to the luiion of hearts. The 
same improvement, he said, was ob- 
servable in Ireland during the coercion 
period under Gladstone's administration. 

Sir John Morley reminded the House 
that Lord Salisbury during the elections 
in 1885 had held that the law could not 
reach boycotting. Morley challenged 
tho government to denounce the Times, 
their ally, whose language was infinite- 
ly worse than that of "United Ireland."

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A MEANS OF DEVELOPMENT. 

The destruction of tho Chloriuation 
Works in Cariboo was u very serious 
loss, not to tina district only, but to tin 
whole province. It is well known that 
Cariboo i- wonderfully rich in gold- 
bearing quartz. The ledyes known t> 
exist aic numerous, and there are uo 
doubt uiany which Itave not yet been 
discovered. But the ores arc known to 
bo refractory, it is hard to make sonic 
of them yield the gold they are known 
to contain. The Ohlorination Works, 
burned down the other day, were 
erected by tho Government to 
aid the miners in testing the 
the value and the workability of the 
leads with which liie regh.n abounds. 
They had been at work just long enough 
to prove that their erection was a boon 
of inestimable value to the count i y. 
The work done in them was good. It 
showed that the ores experimented upon 
could be made to yield nearly the whole 
of tho gold that it was found by 
analysis they contained. There is good 
reason to believe that had the wyrks 
not been burned down so soon they 
would liave proved to a demonst riit ion that 
ledges which were considered ma worth 
working by the ordinary processes, could 
bo made to yield a handsome dividend 
to tho men who own them. The suc- 
cess achieved by Mr. Martin, the 
superintendent of the Cariboo works, 
was such as to raise thu hopes of the min- 
ing population of the Cariboo district to 
u high pitch. They fully believed that 
through their instrumentality a new era 
of prosperity was to dawn upon Cariboo. 
The Government Chloriuation Work- 
were on the eve of proving that the 
cjuurtz-bearing leads could be made 
available and that the gold yield of the 
district would, in a very short time, be 
many times greater than it was in Bri- 
tish Columbia's palmiest days. They 
knew well that when once it was proved 
that tho ores of thu district, could be 
made to yield the gold they contain in 
paying quantities the resources of the 
country in which they are would be very 
quickly developed. 

What Cariboo chielly wants arc facili- 
ties of transport. For want of railways 
the settlers who live there are in a 
measure shut out from the world. Hut 
let it be proved that it is, what many 
experienced miners believe it to be, one 
of the richest and most extensive gold 
fields in the world, and capital would 
flow into it like water, and rival com- 
panies would contend with each othei 
to give it the railway accommodation 
for which it is now languishing. 

If the Chloriuation Works had been in 
operation a year or two longer, it is 
firmly believed by men who are in a 
position to form an intelligent opinion 
on tho matter, they would have proved 
to a demonstration that there is ni 
richer or more promising gold region on 
the face of the earth lb. m Cariboo. 
This being tho case, the destruction ol 
those works, unpretending as the\ 
wore, may bo considered a national mi- 
fortune.

for the development of the capabilities 
of that Urge and rich district, they will 
bravely ami cheerfully undertake the 
work.

Thoio is an improssiou abroad that 
Cariboo is exclusively a gold- mining re- 
gion, and that the country is for all 
other purposes unproductive. This is a 
great mistake. There are in the district 
large areas on which as tine wheat us 
is grown in Canada can bo raised, 
It already supplies the Peace River 
uountry with bread, and as soon as it 
has railway communication with the 
coast it will send to the seaboard 
inuually many hundred tons of wheat 
md flour. One miller there has now, 
we are told, some thousands of dollars 
wprth of flour w hich he finds it impossi- 
ble to dispose of. Other crops can be 
raised in tho district besides wheat, and 
here is in it a very large extent of 
[fazing country. Cattle and sheep can 
be raised in that part of the province 
sufficient to supply the wants of the in- 
habitants of the coast. Cariboo, 
i herofore, besides being a rich mining 
country, is capable of supporting a 
iui'Ke farming and pastoral population. 
All that it needs to develop its many 
resources is railroad communication 
,\ ith the coast ami the other parts ol 
i he Dominion. 'The certainty that its 
asl deposits of gold-bearing quartz can 
e made available will stimulate men of 
■aphid and enterprise to give it the ne- 
.•essary railway communication and the 
erection ot Chloriuation works in place 
if those so unfortunately burned down 
i few week3 ago, is the speediest anil 
nost effective way that can be devised 
to demonstrate its capabilities as a gold 
yielding region. 

r.E CONTENTED, CANADIANS. 

There are some Canadians who are 
continually telling their friends that tin 
United States is a much finer couutrj 
ban Canada, and that Canadians will 
ever be well off until they become eitt- 
-.cns of the United Stales. These ad- 
ulters of the Americans and their coun- 
try sometimes lead Canadians to des- 
lise their own country. But it is not 
iilfe to take all they say for gospel. 
I'he United Slates is indeed a magnificent 
nu u try, anil its citizens asau hole are per- 
haps better oft' than any sixty millions ol 
people that can be named. Lint the coun- 
try, rich as it is, has its drawbacks, aim 
there aro millions of its inhabitants will' 
whom average Canadians would be ver) 
sorry to change places. We have seen 
that the New England States have be- 
nee to a huge extent depopulated, 
i.ind in the rural districts lias be- 
come a drui,' on the market. Farms 
<i,i which generations of cultivators 
lived in comfort are now deserted and 
cannot be sold at any price. And mat- 
tors have conic to so bad a pass thu t it 
has been found necessary in order to 
prevent sections of the country becom- 
ing again a wilderness to send to 
Hit rope for cultivators of ihe soil. Nu 
part of Canada has ever been reduced 
io this state. Many of its young people 
have gone west and south but enough 
have remained at home to cultivate anil 
t i improve the homesteads. 

Hut this, bad as it is, is not the worst 
that is to be said of parts of the rural 
population of the United States. Wo 
>ee that there is sovere distress in both 
North and South Dakota. Farmers in 
districts of those States have neither 

1 to eat nor seed to sew. 

There has been a succession 
of bad harvests in those States, and 
many farmers have, in consequence, 
been reduced to actual want, lint in 
Kansas and Nebraska the crops have 
been abundant, yet the fanners are 
very far from being well off. The 
Omaha Lieo says that "the indigent and 
distressed farmers are struggling bravely 
with the sheriff and tho mortgagee to 
keep their heads above water." One of 
the causes of the distress among the 
farmers of these states is the high rail- 
road rates. So fur are they from a 
market, and so great is the cost ol 
transport in proportion to the value ol 
the corn they raise, that the fanners 
Snd that it ,-ttys better burn it ai 
home than to incur the expense of seiuT 
mg it to market. The far ners are agi 
tating for lower rates, but their ngita 
don has not hitherto been very success 
ful. 

'The Kansas farmers aro even worse 
off than those of Nebraska. So sorely 
are they pressed by want that then 
ideas of commercial morality appear t 
have undergone a very great change 

They are petitioning the governor of the 
state to conveno the legislature in urde 

hat laws may be enacted to relievi 
them of their obligations to thei 
ireditors. "One petition," Buys a Call 



might be. The negro problem gives 
him considerable uneasiness and he 
would no doubt exchange some of hi? 
advantages, as regards both soil ami 
climate, to ua able to live in a commu- 
nity composed solely of people of bis 
own race and color.

hitherto given has been withdrawn. Tho

Wit see by the report of the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works that 
the very considerable sum of $5,994 
■vas expended by the Government lost 
^ear in erecting and furnishing school 
anises in Victoria. In every other 
province of the Dominion this expense 
vould fall upon the municipality. Here 
vr have a sum considerably in excosi of 
the contribution required by tho Gov- 
•rnnient expended in providing increas- 
;d school accommodation for the chil- 
iren of the city. If a fair rent for the 
ithei school buildings and grounds were 
idded to this it would be seen that for 
-chool accommodation .dune the city re- 
.eives very much more than it is asked 
to contribute to the school fund. This 
being the case it does seem singular that 
i he corporation persists in refusing to 
pay the comparatively small sum 
ildeh the Government requires. 
Rvery fair-minded man must - see 
that the treatment which the city re- 
ceives at the bands of the Government 
is very liberal indeed. In every other 
province in which what is called "free 
iducation" prevails, as we have already 
laid, the municipality or school district 
is obliged to furnish the school houses 
md l" keep them in working order. If 
Victoria were required to do this it, 
even then, would have no good reason 
to complain.

For these purposaa I thought 
we had "come down handsomely." last 
year by voting §26,000, which is a large 
sum of money to spend on u moderate 

sized piece of land. Jt seems this money 
is nil gone, und that what has been done 
is quite a small instalment of what is 
proposed. I took a walk out to tho 
)>.vk the other day with a Vancouver 
gentleman who is prominent in corpora- 
tion afiiliri there, to show him tho al- 
terations made hy our corpora •.ion. 
After looking at the ponds, one id which 
has a heavy Btono aroh thrown over it 
where the pond is about a ditch wide, 
he remarked that a light rustic bridge 
would havo been more in character with 
the surroundings, and would not have 
cost more than one-quarter as much. 

I think the same idea must strike 
everybody visiting the park.

I 
have aiuce a«ked men experienced in 
public works about this and they all 
igrea that more than half the money 
mis been fooled away, that the $20,000 
and more paid out in day's wages has 
not anything liko $10,001) worth of 
work to show for it. 

When we know that a farmer will 
plough up 20 acres of land, harrow it 
two or three times, seed it and roll it 
for two hundred and fifty dollars, wo 
.ire struck by the wonderful conjuring 
trick performed by our aldermen in 
.nuking the S'-o, 000 park b an disappear, 
and thus perplexing everybody by the 
natural quory — What has become of it ! 
It certainly cannot be seen in the park 
improvements. 

itseomsto me that hud last year's 
$25,000 loan been made the most of that 
.lie park would now be a "thing of 
beauty and a joy for ever," inBtead of a 
source of dissatisfaction and of threaten- 
ed further extravagant expenditure. 

Because the corporal ion has .spent 
noney recklessly is no reason 
why taxpayers should be called 
upon to sanction more loans, 
out it justifies their rejection. 
The fact is the past year's borrowing 
md squandering is already bearing 
fruit. The interest and sinking fund 
low absorb* much of the revenue which 
in former years was available tor street 
.vork. 2 

If you look ut what is done in the 
recently published by-law of expendi- 
tures for IBU0 you will find that all 
there is to spare for sidewalks is a 
carpenter, but not a cent for lumber or 
nails. Such a condition of things uould 
iie uiuusing were it not serious. The 
lime bus come when the taxpayers 
should put their toot down en tins eon- 
potation mania of raising more loans on 
the security of their property. A city 
no more than au individual can continue 
to spend double its income annually 
without getting into difficulties. This 
prolonged aldarnianio spree at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers should be put 
a stop to now by prohibiting further 
loan stimulants. Then and not till then 
will the aldermen sober off, live tem- 
perately and within their melius. '1 ins 
year's council have already done two 
things which should open the eyes of 
every taxpayer. One is borrowing at 
the bank SaO.OOO at Li per cent, interest, 
aim the other is appointing an assessor 
of property at $1,800 per annum. There 
is a sum of §1,000 provided in this year's 
estimates for park expenditure. This 
should be BuUicent without another park 
loan, at any rate until city iilimrs are 
straightened up and placed in a satis- 
factory condition. By that time alder- 
men may perhaps have learned to be as 
careful with the taxpayer's money as 
they are with their own.

A BIO BLA2J13 AVERTED. 

Hustle & Lockhart's furniture Store lie- 
utroywl - -Totitl Logs About »!»,000. 

Shortly after I o'clock yesterday 
afternoon Robert Kenny, an employe ot 
Messrs, Haatie Ss Lqckhavt, furniture 
manufacturers and dealers, of 62 Gov- 
ernment street, had occasion to visit the 
cellar whore materials used in the manu- 
facture of furniture arc Stored He 
carried svith him a lamp, which, while 
ho was in the cellar, exploded, the oil 
saturating his clothing and falling upon 
Bome carcass work stored away. In an 
instant there was a blaze, and with bin 
clothes on fire thu unfortunate man 
rushed upstairs. HiH eyebrows were 
singed, and his hands and body badly 
burned. While he was receiving atten- 
tion upstairs, the fire was obtaining a 
start below the ground lloor, and in * 
few moments, huge volumes of smoke 
were seen issuing from the cellar, which 
contained a largo quantity of furniture 
in process of manufacture, but not v 
pound of Excelsior us was currently re- 
ported. An alarm of iiro was tele- 
phoned to the headquarter engine 
house, in answer to which the 
brigade turned out promptly and 
«>on several streams of water were 
playing into the cellar, Meanwhile the 
snick of carpets on the first lloor and 
all other goods were safely lakon out, 
us was most of the furniture from the 
ground lloor. Two days ago a- large 
consignment of furniture, packed in ex- 
c li.or, had been placed in the cellar, 
ivliich hud been specially prepared to 
receive it, of this none was saved and iH 
.i total loss from fire and water. There 
whs great danger that the adjoining 
stores would also he destroyed, but hap- 
pily the fire was conSued, to Hadtie A 
Lockhart's cellar, although largo quan- 
tities of water poured into the base- 
ments of Lenz& Leiser, Angus & Gordon 
Hid Waitt's music store. An over 
powering sninko poured out from the 
burning cellar in dense clouds, and r 
couple of firemen were overcome by, it 
No flames at any time issued, anr 
when at 4 o'clock the tiro hod been ntler 
ly quenched it wus found that tlio con 
tents of the cellar and a portion of tl • 
ground floor hud been burned. Ti. 
street was a network of bote and at one 
time nine stresms were playing into the 
burning cellar, tilling it with four fect 
•f water. One of the lire hydrants was 
found to be frozen. This nhould be 
looked after in future. 

The new steamer, John Grant, worked 
well, and water was also taken from the 
iiydrants on the corner and on Langley 
street. The Tiger engine worked for a 
while ut the corner of Government and 
Tates and then became disabled. Ow- 
ing to the copious supply of water and 
that it was at once directed ut the heart 
of the fire, the city was spared a severe 
conflagration. Had the flames sue 
seeded in reaching the upper floors the 
results would have been most disastrous 
for valuable stocks on either side of the 
furniture store would have buen deluged 
with water. The firemen, under the di- 
rection of Chief Dessy, worked well. 

The loss of Hastie & Lockkurt cannot 
yet he correctly estimated.

The City of Kingston is 
commanded by Captain NicoU, and 
will be one of the finest 
passenger steamers afloat on Puget 
.Sound. Her cabins, state-rooms and 
parlors are elegantly furnished, and are 
especially adapted for ease and luxuri- 
ous traveling.

the vessel for the .Sound and Alaska 
service.

Mr. Seralin remarked that the China- 
men would evade the tux whciicor they 
could. Opium, like liquor, could be 
belter done without, und the best thing 
would ho either to itiiike thu law pro- 
hibitory or, by means of high taxation, 
make it difficult to obtain it. 

Mr. (iraiit nuked how many opium li- 
censes had already been issued, Ho know 
as a matter of fact thai some way or 
other the Chinamen would have opium. 
No matter the amount of tbo tax, they 
would do their utmost to evade the law: 
und to screen a fellow countryman 
would not hesitate to lie. He believed 
it better to get a smaller license fee than 
none at all. 

Mr. Cunningham would vote for a 
lowei license, us an inprovenient, with a 
view to regulating the tariff, 

Hon. Mr. Turner believed that the 
opium dealers could he induced to pay u 
lower license than the existing $500. As 
n rule comparatively littlo wus obtained 
in such sections as Cariboo. Ho denied 
that this was class legislation. It was 
simply regulating the tax: on thoso who 
sold opium, other than chemists and 
druggists, 

lion. Mr. Beaven thought this was 
class legislation, iiiusmuch as it simply 
worked in the interests of the Chinese 
opium dealers. 

Hon, Mr. Davie remarked that 
judged by the light of other trades the 
dealers in opium would do business in 
the i mitres of population rather than go 
outside with the hope of doing busi 
neSH where there were Lighter rents and 
lower licenses. It would, lio wus p 
sured, pay the dealer bettor to, as a 
rule, submit to the higher license in the 
centre of population rather than on its 
outskirts. It might us well be argued 
that trades people would conduct their 
businesses five miles out of town because 
they could get lower rales.

LANDS A XI) WORKS. 

Annual lUport of the Chief Commis- 
sioner. 

The report of the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands und Works of the Province of 
liritish Columbia, for the year ending 
31st December, 1889, details the various 
pul >1 it- works thnt have been prosecuted 
during the year, together with the stage 
of advancement at which they have 
arrived. The list of tenders received 
and contracts awarded is also given. 
The return of the land transactions for 
the year gives d'.lli as the number of pre- 
emptions recorded, 587 certificates of 
purchase, -181 Crown grants, 134,169 
acres being deeded and 65,217 leased for 
timber cutting, the districts of New 
\\ estininster and Kootenuy being the 
sections in which the greater number of 
transactions took place. As concerns 
timber statistics the Forestry .Inspec- 
tor's report gives the amount of royal- 
ties collected during the year us $-1 ,- 
'2'2'.2S. The acreage of timber leased 
amounts to 179, '221, the annual rental 
reaching $9, flof>.93. The quantity of 
timber cut is given u« follows: Crown 
lands, 10,718,1(30; timber leases, 16,- 
399,806j timber limits, 10,733,872. The 
licenses issued during the year having 
been —general 121, speciul 35. There 
aro thirty lumber mills in operation, 
whose duily capacity- -with tlio excep- 
tion of thu Evans, Coleman Evans, 
the H. MoCraney, the N. Hanson, the 
G. O. Buchanan, and tlio North Pacific 
Coinpnuv, the figures of which arc not 
given— is 1,089,060.
